ATTITUDE OF ROUMANIA. 


RESULT OF THE RUSSIAN 
“OFFENSIVE, 


An “illuminating analysis of the pre- 
sent situation in and’-the attitude. of 
Roumania is given in & despatch. from the 
Zurich correspondent of the Vicuwe Rot- 
terdqmsche Courant s— - eae 

“Jt was to be expected,” -he writes, 
* that the resultg of the Russian offensive 
would: have an influence on the warlike 
feeling of part of the Roumanian people. 
The facts speak for themselves, Under 
the leadership of Take Jonescti, the heads 
of the different Interventionist Groups 
were assembled at dinner to proclaim the 
unification of parties, and to arrange a 
uniform programme of action. All these 
leaders returned their various orders and 
decorations to the German and Austrian 
Governments, thereby openly taking the 
side of the #ntente. In the last few 
weeks their organi has conducted a furi- 
ous campaign against ‘the German dan- 
ger on—the--throne;'--and~: a—atill “more 
furious one against ‘the . Government 
which has sold itself to-Germany.’ . It 
is specially’ significant that these “pole- 
mics -are carried on.by academic civiliana 
and other intellectuals of great influence. 

“The attitude of the Roumenian Goy- 
ernment towards this.expression of feel- 
ing is very careful. 
ment has a strong interior force, and a 
still stronger inflnence on the opinion of 
the. people- generally. --It is not. to be 
denied that this fecling, which increases
